Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04. Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Forni is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Forni will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the prior art did not teach the different criteria 
as claimed in claim 1 . 

The Examiners did not agree and point to column 9, lines 10-40, of Plutowski, where the reference teaches the use of 
different criteria on the server (on-site browsing behavior, explicit user profile or questionaire, and past purchase 
history) as specifically stated column 9, lines 23, and 24. 

The Examiners requested a definition on the claim terms, the "master membership grades", which were not clear from 
the claims or specification as filed. 

Applicant described the term to mean a specific value on a given criteria that becomes a composite value for each 
product selection or feature. 

Examiners also requested details regarding claim 16, on how the scaling and averaging the scale membership grades 
works and how it relates to the master. 

Applicant described it as If any of the options or features for a specific product is missing the system will provide a 
method of scaling and averaging that scale to ensure the product will not be dropped from the results because of that 
option/feature.
